BOCAC, Bosnia-Herzegovina — A prisoner swap meant to demonstrate the 
will for reconciliation among Bosnia’s hostile factions fizzled Monday. Only 
nine people were freed instead of the 900 expected. 

The failure, four days before the Jan. 19 deadline for all prisoners of war to be 
freed under the Dayton‘peace agreement, displayed the lingering enmity and 
mistrust that threatens the peace pact. 

As in the past, the main stumbling block was government insistence that 
Serbs account for thousands of missing people. 

“No agreement has been made about the release with the Serb side” because 
the Serbs refuse to say what happened to 24,742 people whose names have 
been handed to them, said Amor Masovic, the Bosnian. government official 
charged with overseeing POW exchanges. 

Masovic said 4,000 of those are thought to be prisoners. The fate of others is 
unknown. They include thousands of people who disappeared in 1992 as the 
Serbs swept through northern and eastern Bosnia. 

The government also has said it wants to know what happened to more than 
3,000 people seized by the Serbs after the fall of the eastern enclave of 
Srebrenica in July. Human-rights organizations, the United States and other 
governments have evidence that thousands of detainees were massacred. The 
Serbs deny it. 

The International Committee of the Red Cross, which mediates prisoner 
releases, said it understands Bosnian government concerns but considers those 
missing from Srebrenica to be a separate matter. 

The Serbs have listed only 123 prisoners to be released to the government, 
Masovic said. 

The government appears unlikely to drop the issue of the missing without an 
admission from the Serbs that the people are imprisoned, or — as most believe 
— dead. 

The Red Cross and the NATO-led force implementing the peace had expected 


nearly 500 Bosnian Serbs, Croats and Muslims to be released outside Bocac, 12 


miles south of the Serb stronghold of Banja Luka. The rest were to be freed 
near Tuzla, Sanski Most and Gorazde. 

After it, became clear the government would not exchange prisoners, Red 
Cross officials said they were hoping for a swap of Croat and Serb prisoners. 
They gave up after Bosnian Croats and Serbs either failed to show up or drove 
away with buses full of prisoners. 

“They were only 5 meters from freedom,” exclaimed Red Cross delegate 
Pierre Gauthier in exasperation. He said some prisoners had been held since 
198:

Birth order affects chances of being gay 


NEW YORK — The more boys a mother has produced, the greater the 
chance that the next son will be gay, a study says. 

The reason might involve the mother’s immune system acting on the develop- 
ing male fetus, researchers speculated. Or, they said, it could be a psychological 
effect on a boy of growing up with older brothers. 

Several earlier studies found that gay men tended to have more previously 
born siblings than heterosexual men did. The new study says this effect comes 
only from brothers, not sisters. 

“Right now we have little idea what it means,” said Michael Bailey, a 
Northwestern University psychologist who studies homosexuality. “There’s no 
direct evidence for any explanation.” 


Hillary’s words misconstrued over firings 


WASHINGTON — Hillary Rodham Clinton said Monday that her conversa- 
tions with presidential aides on reported financial mismanagement at the White 
House travel office could have unintentionally prompted the mass firings there. 

While continuing to maintain that she didn’t order the travel office purge, the 
first lady said aides could have misconstrued her remarks to mean she wanted 
the seven employees dismissed. 

“The mere expression of concern could be, I guess, taken to mean something 
more than ... was meant,” Mrs. Clinton told the “Diane Rehm Show” on 
Washington radio station WAMU-FM. 

Mrs. Clinton said she was told by White House aides in the days before the 
firings that an accounting firm had been engaged to examine possible financial 
mismanagement in the travel office, and she said “that sounds like a good 

idea.” 

Mrs. Clinton’s explanation on the travel office firings follows disclosure of a 
- 1993 memo stating the first lady was the prime mover in the purge and the 
- planned installation of a Little Rock, Ark., travel firm that had worked for the 
presidential campaign.

But when the 
pace challenged the abilities of one 
student, it led her to seek testing at the 
Services for Students with Learning 
Disabilities on BYU campus. 

Jean Riches, a 1995 BYU graduate 
from Boulder, Colo., who majored in 
special education, used the subse- 
quent diagnosis and. the support of 
others to help her to cope with her 
learning disability. 

“T learned I was bright, not stupid,” 
she said. “It helped to get that diagno- 
sis so I could take the horse by the 
reins and be an advocate for myself.” 

Many students, like Riches, arrive at 
BYU without the knowledge of their 


learning disability, said Paul Byrd, 
coordinator at the BYU Services to. 


Students with Learning Disabilities. 

“They arrive here with a lot of spe- 
cific coping mechanisms that they 
have developed over the years in their 
academic careers. When they reach an 
intense academic setting, like what 
we have here at BYU, their coping 
mechanisms begin to be less effective, 
or they may not work at all, because 
of the academic pressure that’s placed 
upon them,” he said. 

Byrd said the services on.BYU cam- 
pus help students with learning and 
other disabilities to function on a 
more equal level with other students. 
They also provide service opportuni- 
ties for members of the student body 


- who want to read text material or take 


class notes for the disabled. Faculty 
also get a chance to provide extra sup- 
port for those students’ individual 
needs, he said. 

Often, students with learning dis- 
abilities are highly motivated academ- 
ically, Byrd said, and have been high 
achievers in high school. 

“They may get here and find that no 
matter how hard they work, they can’t 
accomplish at the same level that they 
were used to.” 

For Riches, high school was also a 
challenge. In fact, her problems began 
in childhood when teachers catego- 


_ rized her as the “dumb one” who 


would never apply herself academi-

cally, she said. 
“By the time I reached high school, 


I had decided that I was just not col- : 


lege material. I became what I was 
told.” 

Time and counseling has helped 
Riches to move beyond the stereo- 
types of her youth. Now, as a teacher 
herself, Riches says she is able to use 


her disability to the students’ advan- . 


tage to be more creative, spontaneous 
and empathetic to their needs. 

According to data released by the 
BYU Services to Students with 
Learning Disabilities, referrals to the 
BYU services increased by 150 per- 
cent in Fall Semester 1995 as com- 
pared to previous semesters. 
Approximately 200 students received 
services last semester. 

This increase is most likely because 
of students’ greater awareness of legal 
rights, Byrd said. Another factor is 
that more entering freshmen appear to 
have received assistance in the past 
and now want to continue to receive 
accommodations at BYU. 

Once a disorder is diagnosed, ser- 
vices are tailored to the individual, 
and may include: a distraction-free 
testing center, text books on tape, 
study skills courses, tutors, seminars 
and counseling. 

Byrd recommends that students who 
qualify as disabled tell instructors of 
their disability early in the semester 
so that accommodations might be 
made to help them. Although this 
doesn’t relieve the student of course 
content responsibilities, he said, fed- 
eral law requires that reasonable pro- 
visions be made so the students with 
learning disabilities can learn course 
material and demonstrate their knowl- 
edge adequately. 

The university is interested in meet- 
ing not only the legal requirements 
but the moral obligations of providing 
services for students with disabilities, 
Byrd said. 

“T have not run into a single instruc- 
tor, yet, who has been anything other 
than supportive and very positive 
about trying to help students with 
learning disabilities. 

The iristructors really want to help 
and provide whatever academic 
accommodations would be reason- 
able, but they need to know about the 
disability.”

Animal lovers push

THE HAGUE, Netherlands — 
Crown Prince Willem-Alexander is 
under fire from animal lovers for 
hunting wild boar and deer on the 
royal estates. 

Three national newspapers carried a 
half-page advertisement Monday ask- 
ing people to send or fax a letter urg- 
ing the eldest son of Queen Beatrix to 
hang up his guns. 

“The heavy responsibility you bear 
as our future king cannot be com- 
bined with spreading death and 
destruction amongst defenseless ani- 
mals,” read an open letter from the 
Foundation for Critical Wildlife Care. 

The protest was apparently triggered 
by a hunt Jast month on the grounds 
of Het Loo Palace. Protesters scuffled 
with the palace guard outside a lodge 
where Willem-Alexander’s party was 
eating. 

Royal House spokesman Aad Meijer 
said the prince received several hun- 
drea faxes Monday.

On budget, GOP seeks ---——— 
support of Democrats |!

WASHINGTON — After months of 
laboring in the background, conserva- 
tive and moderate Democrats are tak- 
ing center stage in the budget fight. 
But Republicans face long odds in 
getting Democrats to line up with 
them against President Clinton. 

With budget talks between Clinton 
and Republicans stalemated, frustrat- 
ed GOP leaders say they will now try 
to romance right-of-center 
Democrats. Lining up significant 
numbers of Democratic votes for the 
Republican plan for eliminating 
deficits by 2002 could pressure 
Clinton to make concessions and pro- 
duce a compromise, the argument 
goes. 

As election-year politics envelops 
the already highly partisan budget 
battle, it’s a scenario that even many 
Republicans are openly doubting. 
They say lawmakers such as the so- 
called Blue Dogs — conservative 
House. Democrats who have already. 
begun striking budget bargains with 
the GOP. — will ultimately remain 
loyal to their party’s president. 

“A lot of these dogs, blue or whatev- 
er, are going to be getting calls from 
the White House, and they’ll find 
their way back home,” Senate 
Majority Leader Bob Dole, R-Kan., 
told reporters. “You know, dogs have 
a way of doing that.” 

No one expects Republicans to 
attract enough Democrats to gain the 
two-thirds House and Senate majori- 
ties they would need to override a 
Clinton veto of the GOP budget-bal- 
ancing package. 

Some Republicans believe that if a 
GOP measure that wins Democratic 
votes is killed, it would still be a 
political plus. Even if Clinton did not 
rush back to the bargaining table, the 
GOP could spend the election cam- 
paign arguing that the only thing that 
blocked a plan to balance the budget, 


revamp welfare and cut taxes was the 
Democrat in the White House. 

In private conversations, some 
Republicans voiced doubts that such a 
strategy would offer any real ei 
benefits. 

Pulling conservative and wee 
Democrats onto the GOP’s balanced- 
budget bandwagon helps the very 
lawmakers whose congressional seats 
Republicans would love to capture, 
these Republicans say. That is 
because it would blunt the argument 
that the country needs a Republican 
Congress if the budget is ever to be 
balanced. 

To gain support from conservative 
Democrats, Republicans would have 
to compromise with them over 
achieving savings from welfare, 
domestic programs and tax cuts. This 
would be tantamount to Republicans 
bargaining with themselves, GOP 
critics of this approach say, since 
Clinton’s signature would still be 
needed for anything to become law. 

A senior White House official, 
speaking on condition of anonymity, 
said Monday that prospects appeared 
dim for a budget deal soon. He said 
the White House is beginning to think 
a budget deal won’t be reached before 
the election, with Congress only send- 
ing Clinton “hit-and-miss spending 
bills” between now and then. 

The conservative and moderate 
Democrats see themselves not as 
pawns in the budget fight, but as a 


. force for compromise. 


“We’re not here to undermine the 
president or embarrass the president 
in any way,’ Rep. Gary Condit, D- 
Calif., one of the 21 Blue Dogs, said 
in an interview last week. 

“There’s a way to solve this thing, 
and that’s working from the center 
out,” said Sen. John Breaux, D-La., 
one of 20 Senate moderates who com- 
prise the so-called Centrist Coalition. 
Sen. John Chafee, R-R.I., is the leader 
among its Republicans.

h, according to Utah Highway 
rol. 
lhe campaign, which is funded by a 
ineral Motors grant as well as gov- 
ment grants, was designed to 
rease the use of safety restraints in 
nh, said Rolayne Fairclough, pro- 


gram media coordinator. Fairclough 
said 40 percent of Utahns do not use 
their safety restraints when driving or 
riding in a car. 

“Tt is that percentage which causes a 
preponderance of accidents and dan- 
gerous driving,” she said. 

Capt. Robert Dahle of the Utah 
Highway Patrol said, “The program’s 
goal is to increase the safety restraint 
usage rate from the 40 percent Utah 
average to the 65 percent national 
average.” Dahle said the campaign 
will provide media coverage and will 
inform people about the benefits. of 
using safety belts. 


Fairclough said the program is 
aimed at individuals who are not 
using their safety restraints “in hopes 
of informing them of the dangers and 
to encourage them to use the belts.” 

Dahle said the most prevalent 
offenders are-middle-aged males. For 


‘these offenders, as well as other 


adults, a seat belt citation may be 
given only as a secondary offense. 
They must be pulled over for a prima- 
ry offense such as running a stop sign 
or excessive speed. 

The citation can be written for $20, 
but is usually lowered by the: courts, 
Dahle said.

AMMAN, Jordan — On Jan. 17, 
991, ferocious allied air raids 

unched a U.S.-led offensive to drive 
addam Hussein out of Kuwait and 
ut of power. 

Five years later, a defiant Saddam is 
till president of Iraq and his bitter 
andoff with the world shows no sign 
f abating. 

While the Iraqi leader has proved to 
e a stubborn survivor, the 20 million 
raqi people are becoming poorer and 
ungrier. 

In the United States and elsewhere, 
nalysts still debate whether the U.S.- 

d coalition should have tried to oust 
baddam after driving his forces from 

uwait in a six-week war. 

Even former President George Bush 
aid his administration may have. mis- 
andled Iraq’s surrender. If done dif- 
erently, he said in an interview to be 
hired Tuesday on PBS, Saddam might 
ot still be in power. 

“I miscalculated,” Bush said. “I 
hought he’d be gone.” 

The war and the U.N. trade embargo 
mposed five days after Saddam 
nvaded Kuwait in 1990 have deprived 
Saddam of the oil revenues and the 
nilitary muscle that fueled his dreams 
bf becoming the paramount leader of 
he Arab world. 

Saddam has imposed austerity mea- 
sures in an attempt to halt the eco- 

omic decline that has beggared the 
bnce-prosperous nation. 

He recently announced plans to 
freeze salaries, impose new taxes, 
raise utility bills and sell off a quarter 
of the government’s automobile fleet. 

“To implement the new economic 
policy ... the leadership is in dire need 
lof your support,’ Saddam said in a 
an. 6 speech. 

Before the Gulf War, the Iraqi dinar 
was worth more than three dollars. 
Now it’s worth about 0.03 cents. 

On street corners in Baghdad, chil- 


dren beg for money. Middle-class 
families sell off their furniture at huge 
flea markets to buy food. Hospitals 
and aid agencies report thousands of 
cases of malnutrition where none 
existed before the war. 

The U.N. Security Council has 
offered to let Iraq sell up to $4 billion
